Of the nine counties whose 1021 
assessm ents 
were 
taken up by the 
state board of tax commissioners in 
Indianapolis Wednesday, Rush’s and 
Hall cock’s were the only ones 
re­ 
garded as satisfactory by the board. 
These are the only counties in the 
group which will not 'have to make 
some 
changes 
iii their valuations, 
which necessitates the calling of the 
county hoard of review into special 
session. 
Earl Priest, county assessor, who 
was the only Rush county official ap 
pearing before the board, was com­ 
plimented for the showing in Rus 
county. Although Rush county show­ 
ed a greater loss than some 
other 
counties, it was proved to ,the satis­ 
faction ol the state tax commission­ 
ers that the assessments here were 
more uniform than those of any oth 
cr county. 
The personal property valuations 
this year, compared with those of 
1920, showed a decline of approxi­ 
mately 25 percent, which 
was 
the 
estimate placed on the decrease by 
county officials during the assessing 
period, because it represented 
I he 
approximate decline iii tho values of 
this class of property 
from 
the 
peak prices of 1920. 
I he fetate tax commissioners were 
at first inclined to question 
Rush 
county's assessments 
because 
tho 
loss was greater than in some other 
counties; but Mr. Priest soon show­ 
ed with a comparison of the prices 
<‘1 farm products in the spring

1920 and the spring of 1921, that 
the valuations of personal property 
in Rush county were high enough.

Burns who turned state’s evidence 
against the seven former base ball 
players, who are charged with sell­ 
ing the 1919 world series was put 
under repeated fire of questions of 
Attorney Ahern today. 
After a volley of questions Averil 
asked; “Did you see the players on 
the evening after the first game?” 
“No,” answered the witness. Burns 
had testified previously that he con­ 
ferred with the players on the night 
bf the first game, in a hotel at Cin­ 
cinnati and Lad stalled the officials 
on the $20,000 that had been prom­ 
ised by the gamblers. 
Attorney Thomas Nash, ope of the 
counsel for the “Black Sox” charged 
with selling out the gamblers, cross- 
examined Burns when court opened. 
Early questioning brought out no 
additional disclosures of the 
ball 
scandal 
other 
than those already 
aired. 
Nash’s questions were 
evidently 
designed to get Burns’ rattled. 
“Don’t you know?” asked Nash, 
“that the White Sox players were 
out at the ball park in Cincinnati, 
practicing the morning of the first 
kame?” 
“I don’t know” Burns answered, “I 
know I saw them at the hotel lh the 
morning 
and 
they agreed to ‘sell 
out’.” 
Burns for tire first time broke un­ 
der cross examination and admitted 
he did not go to see the ball play­ 
ers the evening after the first game.
